Although the 1935 crop Is estimat­ 
ed at between 15 and 20 per cent 
under last year's yield of 1,000,000 
bushels, 
growers say

never grown belter fruit The apples 
are of good size, quality and color, 
according to the growers and pack­ 
ers, and should command the best 
prices offered in metropolitan m ar­ 
kets and abroad 
Adams county, the leading apple- 
growing county in Pennsylvania, is 
expected to produce from 800.000 to 
900.000 bushels of York Imperials 
and Staymen Winesap, the chief 
commercial varieties of apples, this 
year. 
Prices Arr Lower 
While this year’s crop is reported 
less than last year's yield, the price I 
growers are receiving for their fruit 
is aLso less. 
A year ago. growers received from 
70 cents to HO cents a hundred 
pounds for tree-run fruit, whereas 
this year the price has been shaded 
approximately 20 per cent. 
The earlier varieties of apples, in- 1 
eluding Jonathan. Grimes Golden 
and Smokehouse, Im vc been picked.

While the home market for Ad-

'The unsettled conditions abroad are 
said by growers to have affected lire 
exportation of apples. 
With the picking of the commer­ 
cial crop of apples in the county, 
packing houses and canneries will
